American capitalists, seel<ing to prevent their 
defeat, are plotting against the workers of this coun- 
try. They are instructing their tools, the government 
of the United States and the lying press, to down the 
workers. In thiseffort every trick istaken advantage of 
to give the capitalist class and its government an ex- 
cuse to use force against the workers. 

The capitalist system, rotten tothecore, can only 
be upheld by those who profit from it by the use of 
force. The capitalist class knows that in the final con- 
flict it will betheforceof the working dasswhich will 
overthrow the capitalist state. Knowing this, it seeks 
to murder thegrowing revolutionary consciousness of 
the workers by a ruthless campaign of prosecution and 
persecution. "M ade to order" plots against the gov- 
ernment are framed up. Bombs are found. Mysterious 
©(plosions take place. And the blame for all this is 
placed at the door of the advance guard of the awak- 
ening working class by the government agents and the 
lying capitalist press. 

A few weeks ago a plot to wreck an express train 
running from C hicago to N ew York was discovered. 
TheCommunistswere blamed. Now they tell us that 
the Wall Street explosion wasa Communist plot. 

WORKERS OF AMERICA, DO NOT BE- 
LIEVE THEM. THEY LIE, AND THEY KNOW 
THEY LIE. 

T he first reports of the Wall Street disaster, when 
the order from higher up had not yet been issued to 
©cploit it against the r^olutionary workers, showed 
clearly that a D uPont wagon loaded with dynamiteor 
TNT, exploded in the street and killed many inno- 
cent workers. Even M r. Lamont, partner of J .P. M or- 



gan, said that the explosion was due to the ramming 
of a truck load of explosives. D r. Wood, of the Broad 
StreetHospital,stated that a dying man told him that 
he saw the name D uPont on the wagon. 

The facts point toward original negligence on 
the part of the D uPont Powder C ompany T hese facts 
are met by the DuPont Company with a mere state 
ment that it had had no wagons loaded with explo- 
sives in the vicinity of the disaster. Without further 
investigation, thisstatement isaccepted by the authori- 
ties. It fitted their theory. W hy investigate the possi- 
bility of an accident when there is an explanation for 
all occurrences of this kind at hand: "The Reds did 
it." 

The disaster presented a splendid opportunity 
for the so-called D epartment of J ustice and the capi- 
talist press to attack the revolutionary forces of the 
worki ng class. T he capitalist government needs a pre- 
text for new laws of repression that will put to shame 
the tsaristic despotism of ancient Russia. T he capital- 
ist class, through its government, wants to arm the 
police and military powers of the state so that all ef- 
forts of the workers to free themselves may be ki I led at 
their inception. Thecapitalistdassand its government 
knows that the dying capitalist system is awakening 
revolutionary consciousness in the workers. T hey also 
know that we, the Communists, are preparing the 
workers for the organized revolt that will free them 
from theoppression of capitalism. It is because of this 
that they seek to put the blame for the Wall Street 
disaster upon the Communists.

And while force is their only trump card, they 
continually cry out against the use of force by the 
workers. The capitalist class knows very well that in 
the final conflict the workers can overcome the force 
of thecapitalistdassandstateonly by their organized 
force. They, therefore, use every pretext to kill even 
the thought of the use of force by the workers. 

T h^ accuse the C ommunists of having caused 
the Wall Street explosion. They do this to prepare the 
field for reactionary legislation. Th^ do this to dis- 
credit Communist propaganda by implying that the 
armed force propagated by the Communists is of the 
character of the Wall Street explosion. 

TheCommunistsdo not believe, and have never 
propagated, that the emancipation of the workers can 
be achieved by acts of individual terrorism, or by dy- 
namiting capitalist or government officials. 

N use to explain any further. T he workers are 
wise. Th^ know and understand that individual acts 
of terrorism have been effectively used by Rockefeller 
against competitors, have been successfully used time 



and again by labor spies against organized labor. But 
individual acts of terrorism will in no way lighten the 
burden of the workers or help to emancipate them. 
The force which will free the workers from wage sla- 
very will be the organized force of the army of the 
proletariat launched against the armed mercenaries of 
capitalism and its state, in thefinal conflict between a 
government of workersf councils and the dying capi- 
talist state.
